There  is,  today,  a keen  interest  in  examining  the 
foundations  of  Canada’s  industrial  greatness.  By  select- 
ing ten  representative  industries  and  examining  their 
relative  importance,  problems  and  growth  possibilities, 
a broad  picture  will  De  presented  of  the  major  factors 
contributing  to  this  greatness. 

This  is  the  fourth  year  of  a course  designed  primarily 
for  persons  concerned  with  industry,  particularly  in- 
vestors, accountants,  lawyers,  engineers,  suppliers,  and 
those  whose  professions  deal  with  a cross  section  of 
industry. 

Each  two  hour  session  will  consist  of  four  parts: 

(a)  An  introductory  lecture  giving  a brief  outline  of 
the  industry,  its  importance  to  the  Canadian 
economy,  its  raw  materials,  manufacturing  methods, 
major  products,  marketing  methods,  research,  and 
growth  possibilities,  as  well  as  present  problems  and 
possible  future  developments  in  the  industry. 

(b)  A technical  film  showing  the  production  or  manu- 
facturing methods  used  in  the  industry. 

(c)  A talk  by  a senior  representative  of  one  of  the 
major  companies  in  the  industry  discussing  the 
problems  of  his  company  and  of  the  industry. 

(d)  A question  and  discussion  period.
